Excisions: 


Excisions Recommended But Not Made 


Reasons for excisions: 

One excision to the DVD is required. The excision is to remove a portion of a scene that eroticises 
sexually threatening situations by depicting the use of threatening behaviour to compel a woman to 
participate in sexual conduct. 


Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication is a DVD entided The Cult. The feature The Cult contains a scene, part of which 
presents the use of threatening behaviour to compel the main female character to participate in 
sexual conduct. The scenario plays upon a common fear among many women of being chased and 
forced to have sex. The scene is obviously not intended to be realistic, indicated by elements such 
as the woman's dress. However, this does not mitigate the effect of the scenario, which exploits for 
the purposes of sexual arousal a situation where threatening, masked men chase and corner a 
woman as if about to rape her. The manner in which the scene is introduced, in combination with 
the woman's flippant and accepting response at the scene's conclusion, gives the impression that 
the woman, and by association all women, will submit to and enjoy sexual conduct with strangers 
who behave in a threatening manner. This coercion is significant enough to warrant a classification 
of objectionable unless this aspect of the scene is reduced. If this recommended excision were 
made the availability of the publication is unlikely to be injurious to the public good provided it is 
restricted to persons 18 years of age and over. 

In this instance the distributor declined to make the excision and the publication is therefore 
Objectionable. Regarding the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) the Classification 
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Office has considered the effects of the NZBR Act on the application of the classification. The 
classification is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. It reflects the concern of a 
free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that eroticise coercive behaviour 
in association with sexual conduct and that present this behaviour as a legitimate tool for sexual 
arousal. 
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
